On my way to Vienna from Berlin I reported to the Minister, 
late Mr. Desai, at Berne and casually mentioned to him about 
Frau Sehenkl. He said he knew about her from Sard a r Vallabhsi 
Patel and was anxious that we should look after fcoth m r 
mother and daughter with special care. He directed me to be in 
close touch with them and help them in every way possible. 
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He asked me to give hi my views about her and her suit- 
ability to work as a typist at the Legation. He also gave me 
soye^K presents for the child - chocolates and toys, and 
asked me to deliver them to the child personally and report 
on the condition of their living, financial position etc. 

He also asked me to make enquiries about them discr? fc4l.y . 

I reached Henna on the 23rd November and saw Frau Schenkl 
and A nlta on the 26th. Later I also met Frau Fuel op-Mu slier 
one of her friends - who incidentally, was the person, who 
introduced her to Mr. Bose.

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3. Question of Marriage 

When I had come to know Frau Schenkl well, we used

was at Bad Gasteln, she also stayed with him and looked

4. Family of Frau Imille Sehenkl : Frau Emilie Sche&kl 
comes of a middle class family; her father died about twenty 
years ago, but her mother is still alive. She has no brochwi’, 
■ but a younger sister, who is married to a mechanic in 
Graz. Though she is called Frau Schen&l , she was not married 
before she met Mr. Bose; it is usual in Austria to call 
any' young lady over twenty five as a Frau (Mrs.) instead 
of Fraulein (Miss) for the salte of politeness. She has 
no other close relatives. 

5. Her Financial Position : Soon after I. had come to 

Vienna In January, 195o 1 neard a lot about her from 
Director Richter of the Societie Adriatica , an Italian 
Insurance company » to whom I was introduced by Mr. 

A.C.N. Nambiar. Dr. Richter said that she had no property 


and had to live on what she earned, and a very small pension 
which her mother got, - barely sufficient to carry on hand 
to mouth. He suggested that the Government of India should 
do something to help, her for the maintenance, of the child 
particularly as. the Bose family had not done anything 
in regard to the acknowledgment of Mr. Subha 8 Chandra Bose 
aa the father of Anita. I gathered that Director Richter 
was speaking to me on behalf of Frau Schenkl and on her 
suggestion. Frau Schenk 1 has been working as telephone 
operator In the Vienna Telephone Co. , and her salary In 1950 
was about 7 00 Schillings net - at that time quite Insufficient 
to maintain herself, her mother and tne child, when I met 
Mr. D.B. Desalt the Minister, subsequently In Berne. I mention)

to him about her financial difficulties. He promised to 
write to the Prime Minister and Sards r Vallabhai Patel. In 
the meanwhile, he asked me to help them as far as X can. 

I was sending her tea, cigarettes and small packets of food- 
stuff, now and then, and met her several times. She was a 
frequent visitor to our house. In the middle of August, 195o 
I received a sum of L 127-19-1 (9.245 Sehlllinpe) from the

Prime Minister. Mr. Desal, who was here some time later, met 
Frau Schenkl. He wanted to give her • , B»- money, but she 
suggested that the money should be with me and that she 
would take it from me, as and when she required, to supplement 
her income. She had arranged to take from me a sum of 600 Sch 
per month and had. In fact already taken that earn from me 
even before the money came and requested me to keep the whole 
thing secret for fear of embarrassing Mr. Sarat Bos®. Three 

monthly instalments were paid to her in Angus t, September and 
October, 195o and she also accepted small presents, tea, 
coffee, cigarettes, chocolates, toys etc. When the November 
instalment was ready, Mr. Amlya Bose, son of Mr- Sarat 

Chandra Bose, came to * ieona . Frau Schenkl saw me in my house 
and was agitated over the fact that there was some publicity 
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in India about the payments to her which had embarrassed 
the Bose family. She complained about the Prime Minister 
having announced the money payments to some members of 
Parliament. Early in December 195o, she came to me again 
returned the three instalments (total l,8oo Sch) and 
took back the receipts and confided to me why she had 
to return the sum. Mr. Amiya Bose had told her plainly 
that, if she wf^ted to be considered a member of the 
Bose family, she should accept no money from, the Prime 
Minister. As Frau Schenkl told me then. Mr. Amiya Bose 
had informed her that he had information that Mr. Subha s 
Bose was not dead and was probably hiding end would be 

very annoyed if she accepted money from his political

enemy, the Prime Minister. Frau Schenkl added, however, 
that she did not believe fully Mr. Amiya Bose, but she 

‘ could not afford to offehd him. She agreed to accept 
help from the fund, when necessary, and discreetly 
suggested presents on special occa 'alone such aa birth- 
days of Anita and herself', Christmas. Easter, New Year 
Day etc. which could not be misunderstood. I reported 
the matter to Mr. Desai, who Instructed that the sum of 
l,86o Schillings "Fe turned by her should be- need to buy 
a present for Christmas and this was dotor. Subsequent- 
ly, I met Mr. Desai, who was then very ill, who asked 
me to arrange for her to go to Berne. He told me that 
a sum of one lakh was available from the I.N.A fund 
and another lakh with Sardar ^atel both of which were 
to’ be held in trust for Frau Schenkl and her daughter 
Anita snd that Frau Schenkl should be very careful 
in her dealings with Mr. Amiva Bose and other members 
of that family. I duly conveyed this Information dis- 
creetly., as our personal relations were very good and 
she trusted me. Early in February 1951* our Prime

Minister wrote to Frau Schenkl and the letter was 
delivered by me in person. It contained a request 
to her to go to India to execute some Trust deeds etc. 


Aa desired by the Prime Minister, she was assured that the 
matter was entirely private, nothing to do with the Government 
and that she would have no difficulty in India. All expenses 
were to be paid by the Prime Minister personally and she could 
also visit Calcutta to see the Bose family of jehe so desired. 
Frau Schenkl took some time to reply. She came and consulted 
me several times. In the meanwhile. I felt she had wirtten to 
Mr. Amlya Bose in Calcutta and also consulted Mr. Sarat Bose's 
son-in-law Mr. Sachis Hayk She told me that she did not shoe 
our Prime Minister’s letter to any one and the matter was 
entirely secret. Some days later, she gave me several reasons 
why she should mb go to India. She did not want to give up 
her job. She could not secure long leave at short notice. She 
did not want to dietrub the child's study. She did not desire 
to leave her old mother alone. But one of the main reasons, 
which she did not mention, but which I guessed, was that if 
she went to India Mr. Subhas Bose's family would be somehow 
embarrassed - due to the marriage Question mark - and that 
she was also nervous of the publicity. She wrote out a reply 
which was sealed and asked me to send it. 1 forwarded this 
reply to Mr. Desai in February. He telephoned me to send her 
to Berne as he was ill. I arranged for hervlait and she went. 

On her return I learnt that she had reiterated herobjectione 
to go to India at that time and Mr. basal appreciated her pointy 
Ae did not, aincs then, pay her any money, but continued, now 
and then, to send presents whicn she accepted. She complained 
again, however, in May 1951 that the Prime Minister had 
announced the substance of his correspondence with her tat-, 
that she had not accepted his invite tion^to the parliament 
though he had assured her that the matter was absolutely 
private and confidential*

In the meanwhile, Mr. Siair Bose, brother of Mr. 

Aaiya Bose, was in Henna and returned to Calcutta. Sota" 


correspondence between him and Mrs. Schenkl took place 
the gist of which was communicated to me by Frau Schenkl. 
There was a proposal to publish a second Volume of Mr. 

Subhae Bose’s "Indian Struggle" and some unpublished 
material which was in her possession was to be supplied 
by her and the full profit should belong to her. In 
August 1952 tife sum of Rs 3oo/- was remitted by Mr. A iya 
Bose to me with the re-quest that this amount should be 
handed over to Frau Schenkl. The permit for remittance 
was granted by the Reserve Bank of India on the sponsor- 
ship of the Ministry of External Affairs. From that 
month Rs 2oo /- per month has been regularly received 
for her. The Ministry of External Affairs is aware of 
the remittances.

Mr. *». Raghavan, the Minister, knew of the 
developments, when Mr. Asaf All came Ln July 1952 I 
told him the whole story. I asked him as to what to 
do with the balance of money with us, Seh 3,8oo (Us 52/-) 

He spoke to Frau SSHsMkl and asked me to set this money apart 
and buy a good Rollelflex Camera or some gold jewel for 
Anita and present it to her. Later he said he would buy 
himself when he yisitled Vienna next and present it. Frau 
Schenkl has agreed to take the camera an she needs it. 

Mr. Asaf All wrote to the Prime Minister on his return 

to Berne and Mr. Tayabjl, wrote to me to buy some tea for 

1 

irau Schenkl and promised to send parcels from India, If 
need be. I replied saying that I hed been regularly 
supplying her tea and suggested that no food parcels etc 
shQqld be sent from India as Frau Schenkl was very touchy 
in the matter and her case should be handled carefully. 

In October 1952, I got a remittance of L 99-15-10 from 
the Prime Minister out of which L 7 u 7-6 had been spent 
in tea and cigarettes.

He said he knew that she 
was not ccepting money, but it ohould be given to her in 
presents, as occasions arose, and she mast be discreetly in- 
formed that the ^oee family was not well off and she could

5. Frau Schenkl »s General Attitude: 

She is simple bat very shrewd. She wants it to 
be clearly accepted by the Bose family that ehe Is Mr. Sabhas 
Boee* wife and later on to accept the cures earmarked for her 
and her daughter*? She is sure that Hr. Subhos 3-use is dead, 
but keeps on telling visitors tlist the has the feeling 
that he is alive. To those who ask her why ehe does not eo 
to India, she replies clearly that she would go to India 
with Mr. sabhas ^ose when he comes back. She is willing to 
help but not to acknowledge it for fear of embarrassing the 
Bose family at present, when I once suggested that I proposed 
to return the money to Indie as she was no longer in need, 
she said that 1 should not do ao as she proposed to take help 
from us when the remittances from the °ose family stopped, 
as she believed it would, and wh« n she was in a edJ> if she 
took the money , she would spend it) it was safer with the 
Legation. Most of the Indian visitors go to see her, bat she 
is embarrassed at their questions, ohe was eanoyed at the 
publicity in India but meets Indian journalists friendly

You tony recall that on your initiative, a sue: of 
b 127-19-1 (about lie. 1,715) was received here from the 
Honourable Prime minister. On the request of * rau Cchenkl 
and under your instructions, out of this sum AC 600.- 
per month was being paid to her. Che did not desire to have 
a lump sum being paid to her as there were rumours of changes 
in the exchange retes and so forth. There were also otner 
reasons which she explained at that time os to why she 
would prefer n regular payment to her. During the months 
of August, September and October this procedure was followed. 
When the instalment for November was ready for being 
delivered to her as usual, Mrs. Schenk 1 telephoned that 
it need not be brought to her as Sjt. Amy ia Bose was here 
and she would nrefer to treat thenatter confidential. She 
pr oral sed to call at this Legation sometime, but she did 
not do so during the past ten days. Consequently, I rang 
her up on Saturday and enquired whether I could see her 
and bring over the oacket. Che mentioned that she would 
like to talk to me over the matter and also to you when you 
arrived here. 

I gathered from the trend of her talks that there was 
some publicity in India about certain payments to her which 
embarrassed the 3oee family. I guess that Sjt. Amyia Bose 

hue probably spoken to her in the matter. 

I am just bringing this to your notice for your in- 
formation and suol directions as you would like to give me 
as to what I should do further in this case. The sum re- 
ceived from the Prime Minister hag been keot in a separate 
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account, out of which the sun of AS 1,800 has so far 
been paid to ier as indicated above.
